the Hog Law. (Some are in favor and 
some opposed to keeping hogs, li think 
it safe to say there are at least five 
hundred families in this city who 
have kept the pig through the long 
hot days of July and 'August. A large 
part of these are people who are very 
poor. The women and children have 
pulled weeds and carried slop for 
blocks to feed the pig. Now that cold 
weather is almost here and time to 
kill will soon be here, does any one 
think it right to say to those peo- 
ple, "sell your pig or get rid of him 
now?" 


Well, as a matter of fact there are 


some that will say, "Yes, sell him or 
kill him, just so he is gotten out ot 
town " .Now the fellow that is doing 
the talk does not need his hog. Why 
does the banker or 
big merchant 


need to keep a hog, or the old bachel- 
or or the childess family. No, these 
fellows don't want the pigs. 


But ask the fellow who gets up at 


o o'clock in the morning, eats his 
scanty meal and starts to work for 
Sallie and a bunch of kids. He can 
tell you he needs the 2, 3 
or 400 


pounds of pork and lard this pig will 
make by Feb., '1912. 


The rich can buy meat, the poor 


can do without or eat liver if they 
can get it 


Now t don't care who likes or dis- 


likes the position I take in regard to 
the hog I had rather be- called the 
hog lawyer and have the satisfaction 
of knowing that several poor children 
will sit down to breakfast and have 
meat to eat than to be able to say 
"no hogs in !Ada." and 
know 
that 


some children are hungry for the 
brown gravey 


I want it understood that I say the 


police officers are not to be blamed 
for not enforcing this law. There have 
been two petitions filed with the city 
council asking tor an election on this 
question The last one filed Monday- 
night.

Now if the people had no 
hogs then a law prohibiting the bring- 
ing and keeping of hogs in the city 
would be all right.
